Mr.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  and  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1951. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  show  that  the  fall  in  the 
Birth  Rate  from  the  peak  figure  in  1946  has  continued. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  has  fallen  to  a figure  comparable 
with  that  of  the  whole  country.  The  number  of  still  births  has 
also  declined. 

Once  again  disease  of  the  circulatory  system  is  the  most 
important  cause  of  death.  This  is  due  to  the  increasing  percent- 
age of  older  people  in  the  population. 

During  the  year  three  epidemics  were  encountered,  Measles 
in  March-April,  Dysentery  in  August-September,  and  Scarlet 
Fever  in  October-November. 

For  the  third  successive  year,  there  were  no  cases  of  Diph- 
theria. The  value  of  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
proved,  the  Halt  whistle  figures  endorsing  this  view.  It  is 
important,  however,  that  the  percentage  of  immunised  children 
must  be  maintained  at  a very  high  level,  or  diphtheria  and  its 
great  dangers  will  once  again  present  itself. 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  Whooping  Cough  is 
a subject  in  which  advances  have  been  made.  It  is  hoped  that 
results,  parallel  with  those  of  Diphtheria  immunisation,  will  be 
reached. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis  reached  the  record  low  figure  of 
1,  greater  facilities  for  X Ray,  new  methods  of  treatment,  the 
education  of  the  public,  and  better  housing  conditions  are  play- 
ing a very  definite  part  in  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  fatal 
cases  of  this  disease, 
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The  progress  with  the  Broadacresq  Bard  on  Mill  Housing 
Estate  has  considerably  relieved  overcrowding  and  the  imminent 
commencement  of  building  in  Halton-lea-Gate  will  result  in  a 
further  improvement  and  enable  the  Council  to  deal  with  some 
of  the  deplorable'  dwellings  in  the  Lambley  and  Hartleyburn 
Parishes. 

Once  again  considerable  time  and  energy  has  been  expended 
on  attempts  to  improve  the  water  supplies  to  the  district. 

The  supply  from  Birch  Trees  is  indeed  the  only  supply  over 
which  we  have  reason  to  be  proud. 

The  considerable  number  of  springs,  open  troughs,  wells 
and  other  small  supplies,  scattered  throughout  the  district  with 
their  intermittent  supplies  with  sometimes  pure  but  more  fre- 
quently impure  water,  present  a perpetual  problem  which  must 
be  attended  to. 

It  must  be  our  prime  object  to  abandon  these  supplies  and 
install  the  comprehensive  scheme  so  as  to  cover  as  much  of  the 
area  as  is  humanly  possible.  By  this  means  alone  can  we  make 
our  water  supply  safe,  pure  and  adequate. 

During  recent  years,  and  more  particularly  since  the  advent 
of  the  Broadacres  Housing  Estate  at  Bardon  Mill,  there  has 
been  an  inadequate  supply  of  water  for  the  Eastern  Part  of  the 
District. 

Only  too  frequently  do  we  receive  complaints  of  insufficient 
water  for  washing,  of  flush  lavatories  without  water,  of  farmers 
being  unable  to  cool  milk  or  maintain  an  adequate  degree  of 
cleanliness  in  byres  and  dairies.  The  little  water  available  to 
certain  of  these  areas  persistently  shows  a high  degree  of 
pollution. 

Our  comprehensive  scheme  must  proceed  to  enable  us  to 
wipe  out  this  dreadful  position  which  has  arisen  and  give  to 
these  people  one  of  the  main  attributes  of  health,  comfort  and 
safety. 
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Slaggyford  is  also  very  poorly  supplied  with  water.  Indeed 
no  water  carriage  system  is  existent. 


It  is  hoped  that  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  drawn  up 
by  the  Engineer  will  not  long  be  delayed. 


It  is  distressing  to  have  to  report  that  adequate  sewage 
disposal  systems  operate  only  in  Haltwhistle,  Thirlwall  and 
Bellister  Parishes.  It  is  impossible  to  make  any  substantial 
progress  towards  alleviating  this  position  unless  the  water 
schemes  are  proceeded  with  without  delay. 


During  the  year  work  has  proceeded  on  the  liural  Housing 
Survey,  the  major  part  having  been  completed.  Deports  on 
separate  parishes  have  been  prepared  and  appropriate  action  has 
been  taken  towards  rendering  habitable  those  properties  which 
are  considered  suitable  for  reconditioning. 


In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  to 
the  Clerk,  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  other  Officials  for  their  co- 
operation and  unfailing  assistance. 

May  I also  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  great  interest  they  have  taken 
in  the  work  of  my  department  and  for  their  courtesy  and 
support.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  Rural  District,'  estimated  at  30th 
June,  1951,  was  7,591.  This  is  an  increase  of  118  over  the  1950 
figure  and  maintains  the  steady  increase  noted  during  the  last 
few  years. 

Birth  Rate. 

At  14.10  Live  Births  per  1,000  population,  a decrease  has 
again  occurred. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  the  last  5 years  the 
figure  has  fallen  from  20.72.  The  present  figure  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  15.5  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

From  a total  of  107  Live  Births,  4 were  Illegitimate.  There 
were  3 Still  Births,  2 Male  and  1 Female. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age  totalled  4,  2 Male  and 
2 Female ; this  being  equivalent  to  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
per  1,000  Live  Births  of  37.  This  is  a considerable  improve- 
ment over  the  1950  figure  of  60,  but  still  above  the  National 
Figure  of  29.6. 

General  Death  Rate. 

A total  of  93  deaths  occurred  during  1951,  a decrease  of  9 
on  last  year’s  figure.  This  gives  us  the  lowest  Crude  Death 
Rate  recorded  during  the  last  8 years,  i.e.,  12.25  per  1,000 
living. 

Applying  the  comparability  factor,  this  gives  us  a Death 
Rate  of  11.27  per  1,000  living,  which  compares  very  favourably 
indeed  with  the  figure  of  12.5  for  all  England  and  Wales. 

Cancer  caused  11  deaths  in  1951.  This  figure  compares 
with  those  of  previous  years  as  follows  : —

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Eighteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the 
year,  the  majority  occurring  in  a minor  epidemic  towards  the 
end  of  the  year.  Fortunately  the  cases  were  of  an  extremely 
mild  nature  and  responded  to  domiciliary  treatment. 

Diphtheria. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession,  no  cases  were  reported. 

Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year. 

Measles. 

A minor  epidemic  in  the  months  April  and  May  resulted  in 
a total  of  50  cases  being  notified.  There  were  no  fatal  cases. 

Dysentery, 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  Dysentery  in  June.  Investigation 
showed  the  casual  organism  to  be  Sh.  sonne. 

A number  of  children  in  the  6— -8  years  age  group  were 
affected  and  8 cases  were  confirmed. 

In  spite  of  considerable  investigation  in  the  course  of  which 
ice  cream,  milk  and  other  foods  were  analysed,  it  was  impossible 
to  discover  the  route  by  which  the  children  became  infected. 

The  epidemic  was  of  brief  duration  and  the  children  soon 
recovered. 

Tuberculosis. 

There  were  9 new  notifications  of  Tuberculosis.  Three  of 
these  cases  occurred  in  the  same  household.

General  Hospital  every  Tuesday  at  10  a.m .,  and  at  Halt  whistle 
Hospital  on  the  first  Tuesday  every  month  at  2 p.m. 

An  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
every  month. 

(VI)  CHILD  WELEARE  SERVICE. 

Clinics  are  held  at  Halt-whistle  Hospital  every  Tuesday  by 
the  Child  Welfare  Medical  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor. 


(VII)  SCHOOL  DENTAL  CLINIC. 

Clinics  are  held  every  Monday  at  Haltwhistle  War  Memorial 

Hospital.  The  Dentist  visits  the  various  schools  in  the  district.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply. 

During  the  months  of  August,  September  and  October,  the 
yield  from  many  of  the  spring  supplies  decreased  considerably 
and  serious  shortage  was  experienced  in  the  eastern  area  of  the 
District.  This  shortage  was  more  acutely  felt  in  the  Bardon 
Mill  area  than  in  past  years,  due,  in  some  measure,  to  the  new 
'Council  Housing  Estate  at  Kedburn,  some  36  new  houses  being 
occupied  during  the  year. 

The  Melkridge  supply  was  augmented  by  utilizing  an 
additional  spring  which,  unfortunately,  is  sited  some  distance 
below  the  level  of  the  service  reservoir.  A pump  was  installed, 
however,  and  water  was  pumped  from  this  spring  direct  into  the 
main. 

Over  40,000  gallons  of  water  were  carted  by  fire  tender 
during  the  period  September  to  early  November  to  augment  the 
Bardon  Mill  and  Birkshaw  supplies. 

The  serious  shortage  during  the  year  under  review  most 
strongly  emphasises  the  necessity  for  the  provision  of  a satis- 
factory water  supply  for  the  eastern  area  of  the  District.

-estimated  population  supplied  (a)  direct  from  the  mains  and  (b) 
by  standpipe  in  respect  of  certain  parishes  served  by  public

Reports  on  the  existing  conditions  were  submitted  and 
attention  was  drawn  to  the  need  for  the  provision  of  proper 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  plants. 

A portion  of  the  sewerage  system  was  completed  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  new  Council  Houses  at 
Halton-lea-Gate  (Hartleyburn  Parish). 

FOOD. 

Centralised  slaughtering  for  the  two  Districts  of  Halt- 
whistle  and  Alston  continues  to  be  carried  outj  at  Portobello 
Slaughterhouse , Haltwhistle . 

Some  improvements  were  executed  in  the  slaughterhouse 
during  the  year.  These  included  the  provision  of  new  hanging 
rails,  new  floor,  and  proper  washing  facilities. 

It  is  regretted  that  carcases  continue  to  be  hung  in  the 
same  room  as  that  in  which  the  animals  are  slaughtered.  During 
the  year  1951  631  cattle  were  slaughtered  as  compared  with  462 
in  the  previous  year.  Considerable  congestion  occurred  causing 
difficulties  from  both  the  slaughtering  and  meat  inspection 
points  of  view.

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 

TV  ork  on  the  Rural  Housing  Survey  continued  during  the 
year.  Mr.  R.  Burdon,  the  Temporary  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector,  engaged  on  the  Survey,  resigned  in  October,  1950, 
and  his  successor,  Mr.  R.  Lyall,  took  up  duty  m February,  1951. 

A considerable  number  of  houses  in  most  of  the  parishes 
had  been  inspected  and  following^  Mr.  Lyall’ s appointment  a 
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serious  attempt  was  made  to  complete  the  inspection  of  the 
houses  in  the  District,  parish  by  parish.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
the  inspection  of  six  parishes  was  completed  and  reports  on  the 
conditions  found  in  each  of  the  parishes  were  submitted  to  the 
Council. 


It  may  appear  that  the  survey  has  been  somewhat  pro- 
tracted, but  in  this  connection,  attention  is  drawn  to  the  follow- 
ing facts : — 

A detailed  inspection  is  being  made  of  each  house  in  the 
District  irrespective  of  rateable  value.  This  ensures  that  a 
true  picture  of  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  is 
obtained  and  also  that  very  full  information  is  obtained  in 
regard  to  such  matters  as  water  supply  and  drainage  arrange- 
ments throughout  the  area. 

In  many  housing  surveys  it  has  been  found  that  the  in- 
formation obtained  has  often  been  out  of  date  before  the 
survey  has  been  completed.  In  this  instance,  however,  an 
attempt  has  been  made  to  secure  the  repair  of  defective 
houses  immediately  following  the  completion  of  each  parish 
by  the  service  of  informal  notices,  followed  by  statutory 
notices  where  necessary.  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
115  houses  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  repairs  to  67  houses  had 
been  completed.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  a considerable 
amount  of  the  Inspector’s  time  has  been  taken  up  in  the  pre- 
paration of  such  notices  and  in  re-visiting  the  various  proper- 
ties for  the  purpose  of  checking  repair  work. 


A speedy  completion  of  the  survey  is  also  hindered  by  the 
fact  that  many  of  the  houses  are  situated  in  extremely  isolated 
positions,  and  quite  often  have  to  be  visited  on  foot,  the 
access  roads  being  impassable  to  a vehicle  or  in  some  cases 
non-existent.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  service  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  the  system 
has  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  most  of  the  reasonably  accessible 
properties  in  fourteen  of  the  seventeen  parishes  in  file  District. 
Collections  are  made  twice  weekly  m liaitwhistie  and  once  per 
week  m the  remainder  of  the  area.  The  number  of  houses 
covered  is  approximately  1,800. 

One  7 cubic  yard  Ivarrier  Bantam  vehicle  with  driver  and 
two  loaders  is  used  m Halt  wins  tie,  Melkridge  and  Plenmeller 
and  a 7 cubic  yard  Bedford  vehicle  with  driver  and  one  loader 
covers  the  more  outlying  parts  of  the  District.  The  latter 
vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  a similar 
vehicle  which  has  been  retained  as  a spare  refuse  vehicle  and 
for  use  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Deparment. 

Sanitary  pails  are  collected  by  the  refuse  collection  staff 
from  thei  various  parts  of  the  District  still  without  adequate 
sewerage  systems. 

Three  refuse  tips  are  in  use  and  these  have  been  satis- 
factorily maintained  by  the  tip  attendant  who  also  acts  as  a 
relief  driver  and  rodent  operator. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Work  under  this  heading  proceeded  during  the  year.  A 
considerable  number  of  inspections  were  made  during  the  year 
in  conjunction  with  the  Rural  Housing  Survey. 
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A part-time  rodent  operator  continues  to  be  employed. 
The  report  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  is  given  in  the  following  pages.
